The Virgin adoring the Infant Jesus; a lovely little 
gem —from the Collection of the Marquis of

The Virgin ajid Child; a good specimen in his early 
manner —from the Collection of the Marquis of 
Antaldi at Pesaro; also an etching of this 
picture 

The Adoration of the Shepherds ; a beautiful and 
highly finished cabinet picture 

The Good Centurion; a chef d’oeuvre, originally 
belonged to the Duke of Mantua, afterwards in the 
Orleans’ Gallery, and subsequently in Mons. 
Robet’s Cabinet 

A Shooting Party in the Evening ; one of his care¬ 
ful early productions ; rich and transparent 

Portrait of a young Lady, of the family of Mons. 
de Calonne ; painted prior to Vandyck’s arrival in 
England 

An old Man warming his hands by a fire, with the 
emblems of Winter by his side ; a capital specimen, 
painted with the truth and energy of Rembrandt 

The Triumph of Bacchus; a sparkling and highly 
animated little gem—such pictures by this great 
master are very rare 

The Bath of Diana. This master often resembles' 
his fellow pupil Domenichino, so closely, that it 
is a difficult matter to decide the authorship of 
some of their pictures—this landscape would seem 
to be by Domenichino—a lively, bright, and 
delightful composition

A Storm on the Shores of the Adriatic. The gale of 
wind has wrecked a vessel on the foreground rocks, 
where people are rescuing the survivors; the 
figures by the hand of Pompea Batoni—this picture 
is one of the finest by the master : broad, well 
coloured, and free from mannerism 
St. Cecilia. The modesty and good taste here dis¬ 
played in the simplicity of figure and its colouring, 
make it a most attractive work of the master 
A rich Rural Scene; composed from a scite in the 
vicinity of Watford, on the River Colne : it is 
embellished by cattle feeding, gypsies dressing their 
meal under some oaks, and a rustic on a white 
pony conversing with a game-keeper 
The Interior of a large Inn, where a Marriage Festival 
is celebrating, and mirth prevails : a coy young 
woman is compelled to dance by an awkward 
middle-aged comic character, who is drawing her 
forcibly to the centre of the room. To those who 
are hot exclusively devoted to very high finish, this 
picture will prove a treasure 
The Virgin teaching the Infant to read The nume¬ 
rous pentimentos discernible in this picture, amply 
prove its genuine character : it is one of the few 
lovely productions of this great man’s pencil 
A grand Romantic Landscape, with a splendid group 
of Cattle and Figures just clearing a ford among 
the mountains : the solemn effect of the declining 
day was never described in a finer manner by any 
poetic painter ; the sky is a prodigy of masterly 
execution and conception—a superior work by this 
renowned artist is no where to be found. It 
graced the errand Collection of Mons. Gelder- 
meester of Amsterdam, and sold in a public sale in 
that country for £1200.

The Entombment. * The Venetian School made use 
of every subject, profane, sacred, allegorical, and 
poetical, as it would seem, to display their pro¬ 
found knowledge, and art of colouring. The 
present picture is rich in this point; is finely"com¬ 
posed ; and possesses a truth of effect almost de¬ 
ceptive 

A group of Females, symbolical of Peace and 
Plenty. The subject was one of attraction, for 
Rubens painted three or four with some little 
variety in each, the colouring is warm and glowing 
—we presume Snyders painted the Fruits, &c.

The Entombment. This is a most faithful copy of 
the famed original, in the Hall of the Royal 
Academy at Antwerp. Mr. Reinagle copied this 
highly studied picture for his improvement : 
The two side pieces are for doors to enclose the 
centre; and Rubens, by the contrivance of his 
composition of the three subjects, has given it the 
air of one picture 

The Wise Men’s Offering. This is a second altar 
piece in the same Hall. The original has the 
merit of being chiefly executed by Rubens him¬ 
self. The splendor of an Eastern Climate is finely 
described by the sunny brilliancy which prevails : 
the scene is gorgeous; the handling of the pencil 
is in an enviably bold and free style—this copy was 
done for the private study of the present Royal 
Academician 
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The Crucifixion. The artist who copied this, as well 
as the former two pictures, was inspired with an 
enthusiasm on beholding these masterpieces, so that 
nothing could check his enterprise : at a vast cost 
of time and money he went through these great 
undertakings. Sir J. Reynolds, in his Tour through 
Flanders, mentions this noble effort of Rubens, and 
extols it as the finest of all his works. This copy 
must every year increase in interest, as the original 
is in a state of decay.
